Capture of the Man Who, Next to 

_ Aguinaldo, Was Regarded as the 
Most Dangerous of All the Insur- 
gents—Rabid Hater of Americans.

MANILA, June 
del Pilar, the Filipino leader, 
captufed near Manila. 

Pilar has long been looked upon as the 
most desperate and uncompromising of the 
Filipino Generals. He is a rabid hater of the 
Americans, and, excepting Aguinaldo, has 
made more trouble to the United States 
troops than any other of the rebel leaders. 
He is a master of guerrilla warfare and“ 


ness. He has usually operated in the vicinity 
of the Lagunay de Bay and along the Pasig 
toward Manila. 

He is generally reputed to have been the 
uncle of General Gregario del Pilar, who 
was killed at Tilad Pass in December by 
March's battalion of the Thirty-third In- 
fantry, although Filipinos who were ac- 
quainted with both say they are not related. 

Next to Aguinaldo Pio del Pilar was with- 
out doubt the greatest leader of the insur- 
gents.

1 EXPECTED IN GAUTEMALA. 


There Is Practically No Money in Cir- 
dulation and Many Leading Ner- 
chants Have Left Country. 


The steamer City of Para, from Central 
American ports, brings a letter from a prom- 
inent merchant of Guatemala City which 
gives a fearful picture of the financial con- 
ditions in the republic, and predicts that a 
revolution will occur soon. 

The writer says: The government is in 
an unsatisfactory condition financially. 
The President some time ago issued a proc- 
lamation ot amnesty to all absentees who 
are unfavorable to his administration, but 
no good result has come of this, and more 
.than 1,000 prominent men, many of them 
heavily interested in business here, have left 
the country until matters are adjusted. The 
government issued $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 of 
paper money, on which the exchange is now 
780 per cent. There is practically no money 
in circulation. If you pay good money for 
anything you get your change in checks, 
good only at the place you received them. 
All the hotels have different checks, and all 
these differ from the market checks. 

Strangers have to provide themselves 
with every kind of passport and run the 
gantlet of three examinations before they 
can get into the capital city, and are in luck 
if they get away at all. There is at present 
a political movement of great moment on 
: foot that will probably result in the read- 

justing of all these matters within the next 
ninety days.“

ROME, June 8.—Pope Leo had several 
fainting fits today and his condition is giv- 
ing the Vatican offtcials no littlealarm. His 
Holiness yesterday complained of being 
tired and at the advice of his physician 
postponéd until Saturday a reception at St. 
Peter's that had been announced for today. 

This morning he felt no better and later 
in the day alarmed his attendants by faint- 
ing. Dr. Lappont was immediately sum- 
moned. In the meantime the fainting spells 
recurred and Dr. Lapponi declared that his 
Holiness must have absolute rest from all 
official cares and responsibilities.

The paper was in pamphiet 
form, and it was denied space in the journal 
on the ground that it treated a purely scien- 
tific subject in a way which rendered it un- 
suitable for general perusal, The question 
of permitting publication excited a heated 
debate. 

Dr. Kelly of Baltimore strongly denounced 

the pamphlet. 
only physicians of the association received 
copies. President Keen interposed by say- 
ing that he himself had seen women and 
non-members given them, and that he had 
ordered the distribution stopped. Dr. Kelly 
resumed, saying that Dr. Lewis excused his 
publications on scientific grounds.

Buying Orders at the Opening.

An experienced New York grain man, who owns 
considerable land in Barnes County, North Da- 
kota, just wires from there, where he has gone 
to visit: The crop in Minnesota is knocked 
out; rain will not save it.

From Fisher, Minn., came this message:

This year 
wheat was all sown sixty days ago, and unless 
abundant rains come soon there will be little 
wheat raised around Fisher. 


Outlook as Told in Fargo 


From Fargo came these messages: 


This country is just waking up to the serious 
condition of the crop and will buy lots of wheat 
in a few days. The market has been de so 
long it is hard to make them believe even a total 
crop failure up here will advance values. 

It is clear as a bell and quite cool. It will take 
three days of wind from the southeast to bring 
rain. People who have been here for two years 
say there is great danger of a killing frost to- 
night. 

I went west 100 miles: to Jamestown yesterday 
afternoon, and the train lost thirty minutes going 
against the hurricane that blew across this State 
all day. The sun was obseured from view nearly 
all afternoon by what at a distance would be taken 
for tain clouds, but would later prove to be clouds 
of t, and it seemed as though everything was 
being blown up by the roots, I found the same 
conditions over in the James River Valley. Sena- 
tor Murphy, President of the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ Bank, Jamestowh, and a large farmer, 
told me that no amount of rain now would give 
them over half a crop anywhere within fifty 
miles of that place.

From Lake Preston, . D., came this dis- 
patch: | 

As far south as Oldham crops look bad. A 
good deal of the wheat is not more than six to 
eight inches high, with head already formed.

SAYS SLAYER WORE NO STAR. 


Mrs. Levin Gives Her Testimony in the 
. BaginskiTrial—Sawthe 
Fight. 8 


Mrs. Bambino Leo, the mother of Biagio 
Leo, who was killed by Policeman John B. 
Baginski, testified yesterday in Judge Bren- 
tano’s court, where Baginski is on trial for 
murder, Mrs, Leo is aged, and she dis- 
played considerable emotion when she des 
scribed the wounds in the breast of her dead 
son. She spoke so rapidly that the inter- 
- preter could not keep pace with her, and 
much of her evidence had to be repeated. 

Attorney Forrest objected to the testimony 
of the witness as to fixing the cause of death. 
Mrs. Leo testified that her son Biagio was 28 
years of age. Blago's name is incorrectly 
spelled “ Biasa in the indictment. 

The most important testimony of the day 
was that of Mrs. Sophia Levin, who occupied 
the witness stand during the afternoon. 
The shooting took place in front of her 
store, and she saw the combatants strug- 
gling. She testified that Policeman Bagin- 
ski had no star on when she saw him fight - 
ing with the Leos. The defense has claimed 
that the Leos tore the star from his breast. 

Bambino di Salva, a school girl, testified 
to incidents in connection with the shooting, 
and other witnesses were called to support 
the evidence already introduced. ) 

The prosecution expressed some doubt 
about getting Silverio Leo into court as a 
witness, Leo, who was also shot by Police- 
man Baginski, is said to be in a serious con- 
dition. It was thought te be somewhat 
risky to carry him to the courtroom on the 
stretcher, from which he was said to be un- 
able to rise. 

Policeman Baginski was annoyed that his 
delay of half an hour in reaching the court- 
room on Thursday afternoon should have 
caused the report to spread that he had ab- 
sconded. He said he had no intention of de- 
laying the trial. 

During the afternoon session of court the 
principal witness was Mrs. Sophia Levin, 
who keeps a candy store at 100 West Polk 
street. An attachment was issued for this 
witness early in the day. The woman ex- 
plained her non-appearance by saying she 
had not the time to spare to wait around a 
courtroom to be called as a witness. It was 
almost in front of Mrs. Lavin's store where 
the tragedy occurred. She said that Bagin- 
ski, when the trouble began, threw his cane 
into her store. She did not go out of her 
store until after she heard the shots fired. 
But. she saw the men struggling. She said 
on ocross-examination that she saw Police- 
man Baginski, and that he had no star on. 
This evidence went to prove the claim of 
the defense that the Leos tore the star from 
Baginski's breast, and were in the act of 
beating him when he fired the shots which 
killed Biagio Leo and wounded the two 
others. | 

Charles Fienerth of 38 Frank street was 
recalled to amplify some evidence he gave on 
Thursday.

RICAN APPOINTHES. 
The appointments thus far made by the 
President to positions in the new civil gov- 
ernment of Porto Rico are of an unusual 
order as public appointments go. Of the 
five important officers named—Governor, 


Treasurer, Auditor, Commissioner of Edu- 


ention, and member of the commission to 
revise the system of law and taxation, the 
two latter having been selected a few days 


ago—no less than three are university pro- 


fessors. 

The choice of Professor Leon N. Rowe of 
the Whatton School of Economics in the 
University of Pennsylvania as a member 
of the Law Revision commission is a recog- 
nition of the value in public affairs of the 


man who is an alert and up-to-date student 


of such subjects. Professor Rowe has 


given much attention as a specialist to the 


subject of public administration, especially 


municipal administration and finance. He 


is accustomed to rigid habits of application 
and is not confined to the surface of his 


subjects. His name is known in public 
print, and, though sometimes giving the 


impression of inaccessibility and overcon- 
fidence, he is unquestionably a man moved 
by high impulses and popular sympathy. 


His assignment for the task in question is | 
an admirable one. 


Professor Martin G. Brumbaugh, pro- 
fessor of pedagogy at the University of 
Pennsylvania, who has been named for 
Commissioner of Education in the island. 
is described by the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger as a man who “ has had large prac- 
tical experience, and is well known through- 
out the State as one of the ablest organizers 


in educational circles.” This testimony is | 


welcome / in view of the fact that his office in 
the new civil government is second in im- 
portance to none other, unless it be that of 
the Governor. 

The educational system of Porto Rico is 
in a thoroughly disorganized, or perhaps 
one should say primitive, state, and little 
permanently constructive work has been 


bestowed upon it under American occupa- 


tion. It has been waiting for a master 
hand. Out of nearly a million people in 


the islands the school attendance for the 


last year has been only from 25,000 to 
30,000. The school supplies, which were to 
have been furnished by the local authorities, 
while the teachers’ salaries were paid by the 
genéral government, have largely been 
wanting, and the sixty or seventy Amer- 


fean teachers introduced into the schools 


during the year have naturally been handi- 
capped from their ignorance of the com- 
mon language. The interior districts are 
almost destitute of even a semblance of a 
school system, and the island owns proba- 
bly less than a half score of public school 
buildings, only one—built last year—having 
been erected as such. Most serious of all, 


there is no strong and adequate tradition 


on the subject of a public school system. 


The field, however, is clear for con- 


structive work. The church has not at- 
tempted to preoecus it, private schools are 
not numerous, and for a man of organizing 
ability and educational ambitions the open- 
ing may well seem inviting. There is cer- 
tainly a good sound in the announcement 
that the professor of pedagogy in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has been appointed 
Commissioner of Education for Porto Rico,

There has always until now been a mystery 
‘regarding the last hours of King Victor 
Emmanuel; who was subject to the ban of 
the church, that is to say, to minor excom- 
munication, and as such debarred from the 
| sacraments, at the time of his death. The 
Italian government. officially stated that 
he had expressed no sorrow for his action in 
depriving the Papacy of its temporal power, 
and, in one word, that he uad not submitted 
tothe demands of the Vatican. On the other 
hand, the church insisted that he could not 
have received the last sacraments unless he 
had recanted and made the necessary act of 
submission to the Vatican. When confront- 
ed by the official announcement of the Italian 
government to the effect that he had not 
recanted and that he had nevertheless died 
as a good Christian after.receiving the sacra- 
ments, the ecclesiastical authorities hinted 
that they had charitably construed a nod of 
the head when he was in a semi-copscious 
condition as an affirmative responze to the 
inquiry of the attendant priest as to-whether 
he repented of the sin which had brought on 
his head the ban ot the church, and that 
they had thus been able to administer to him 
the Viaticun. 


The mystery on the subject has now been 
dispelled by the publication at Rome of the 
papers of the famous phystelan, Lorenzo 
Bruno, who-was the foremost of the Italian 
doctors and attendants on King Victor Em- 
manuel, and who was charged with the duty 
of informing his master that his end was at 
hand. According to Dr. Bruno the King re- 
tained his consciousness to the last. As 
soon as Dr. Bruno had informed him of the 
approach of death he sent for his chaplain, 
Mgr. Anzino, who had seen the Pope on the 
previous day, and who administered to him 
the sacraments in the presence of a number 
of the members of his ccurt, and also of his 
children... He was fully conscious and clear- 
headed at the time. After it was over, ac- 
cording to the custom of the House of Savoy, 
the dying King held a species of last levee. 
The entire court from the highest officials 
and Ministers of State, down to the lowliest 
members ot the household, passed before 
him, kissing his hand, he being propped up 
in his bed for the ceremony. To many he 
addressed a friendly word and to all a kindly 
emille. A few minutes after this strange 
farewell muster his head fell back on his 
pillows, and he quietly breathed his last. 
It is, therefore, evident that the King died 
fully conscious, without recanting, and yet 
after having received the sacraments, this, 
too, with the eanction of a Pope who was 
renowned for his kindness of heart and who 
showed a greater degree of charity and in- 
dulgence towards a dying man than less 
exalted ecclesiastics of his church, as well
